MOSCOW ORDERS 
TRADE DELEGATES 
TO LEAVE LONDON

Billions of dollars were added to 
quoted values of American stocks and 
commodities yesterday as expectations 
of “controlled inflation” brought out 
huge buying orders. 

The dollar, no longer tied to gold, 
extended its discount in terms of Euro- 
pean gold monies, but rallied before | 
the close. : 

On the New York Stock Exchange, 
where trading was the ype gen 
May 5, 1930, shares closed with net 
gains of $1 to nearly $12. The market 
was wildly excited and sales totaled 
7,198,996 shares. 

Speculative bonds rose with stocks, 
but high-grade loans, including United 
States governments, were heavy. 

Chicago wheat closed 2 cents to 
2 3-8 cents a bushel higher, extreme 
gains of 3 cents or more being reduced 
by profit-taking. Corn was up 1 5-8 
to 1 7-8 cents. 

New York cotton, after rising about 
$2.50 a bale, reduced its rise to 90c 
to $1.15. 

Metal markets were strong. Domes- 
tic copper sold at 6 cents a pound, 
up 5-8 cents. Bar silver jumped 3 1-8 
cents an ounce to 35 1-2 cents and 
futures rose 3 cents. Lead and zinc 
also strengthened.

NEARS APPROVAL 


Project Contemplates De- 
velopment of Huge Hy- 
droelectric Plant. 


COLUMBIA, 8. C., April 20.—(?) 
The state of South Carolina today 
appeared to be on the verge of launch- 
ing a -publicly-owned hydroelectric 
project rivaling the nation’s largest. 

Senate approval seemed assured 
for a bill which would authorize the 
state to obtain between $30,000,000 
and $50,000,000 from the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation for 
the development, which it was esti- 
mated would provide employment for 
approximately 10,000 men for four 
years, produce primary power of ap- 
proximately 438,000, 
hours and provide a 10-foot ship 
channel almost as far inland as Co- 
lumbia. 

The bill, sponsored by 29 senators. 
last night received committee approval 
and was expected to be sent with 
little ado to the house. which does 
reconvene until next Tuesday. 

A commission of seven, to be known 
as “The South Carolina, public serv- 
ice authority,” would administer the 
project. 

Under the plan, which was termed 
highly feasible by engineers, an arti- 
ficial lake would be formed in Rich- 
land, Calhoun, Clarendon and Orange- 
burg counties, about 38 miles long

and of state attorneys and decided to 
give the bill, calling for reduction in 
all state officials’ salaries, preference 
on tomorrow’s calendar.

Small Salaried Person Is 
Expected To Bear Brunt 
of Dollar’s Fall. 


By RICHARD L. GRIDLEY. 

WASHINGTON, April 20.—(UP) 
The administration's program to re- 
vive business through a cheapening of 
the country’s money and an aggres- 
sive currency inflation program is ex- 
pected by financial authorities to 
change the financial position of vari- 
ous classes of citizens. 

While designed to promote the eco- 
nomic health of the entire country 
and to aid all citizens, many classes 
of people are expected to benefit to a 
much greater extent than others, 

Primarily the program is expected 
to help persons who owe money at 
the @xpense of the persons who-are 
lending money. Cheapening of the 
dollar will make it easier for debtors 
to pay their loans than it was when 
the dollar was anchored to gold. 

Broadly speaking, the farmers will 
receive the greatest benefit, according 
to fiscal authorities. Paying off of 
the huge farm mortgage debt esti- 
mated at $10,000,000,000 will be 
easier with cheaper dollars, while the 
farmers’ money income will be raised 
by the higher prices he will receive 
for his products because of the cur- 
rency inflation. 

Benefiting least or not at all from 
the money inflation will be the small 
salary or fixed wage earner, consid- 
ered the backboue of the American 
economic life. Unless salaries or 
wages are raised as rapidly as prices 
go up, he will find his weekly stipend 
buying less and less as the inflation 
progresses. Food pricessat his corner 
grocery will rise; clothes will cost 
more and his rent will rise unless he 
has a long-term lease. 

Until salary increases catch up 
with the increasing cost of living, the 
average white collar office worker or 
factory hand will.be at a disadvantage 
as compared to other bodies of citi- 
zens. ' 

The unemployed, another large 
group of citizens, are expected by 
economists to benefit from more jobs 
made possible by the speeding up of 
industrial and farm output brought 
about by rising prices. Jobs will be 
more plentiful. 

Along with the farmers, people with 
large mortgages on their homes, will 
be aided from the inflation as their 
debts will be paid with money of a 
lower value than the money they orig- 
inally borrowed. The same will be 
true of people buying automobiles or 
other articles on credit. 

Effects of the money inflation on 
other groups of citizens like store 
owners, small businessmen, brokers 
and bankers are expected to vary 
widely and depend largely upon the 
condition of the various businesses. 
A storekeeper with large stocks will 
receive higher prices than heretofore, 
while the effects.on businessmen, bro- 
kers and bankers, are expected to de- 
pend upon how deeply they are’ in 
debt. Those with the greatest debts 
will be expected to benefit the most. 

As regards security owners, holders 
of life insurance and those living on 
their savings, further unsettlement 
will be seen. A _ period of inflation 
usually sees stock prices or other evi- 
dences of ownership rise and loans 
such as bonds decline. Holders of 
life insurance or fire insurance will be 
paid off, at least for the present, in 
money of a much smaller purchasing 


power than before the abandonment:

| Text of Dicccvall Order 


Barring Gold Movement 


WASHINGTON, April 20.—(UP) 
President Roosevelt issued an execu- 


tive order today placing new drastic 
restrictions on the movement of gold 
and on foreign exchange transactions 
* protect the gold reserves of the na- 
ion. 

The order had been expected as 
part of Mr. Roosevelt’s plan, an- 
nounced yesterday, to abandon efforts 
to maintain the international value 
of the dollar. Violators are subject to 
a fine of $2,000 and imprisonment for 
10° years. 

Under the terms of the order, ex- 
ports or earmarking of gold are pro- 
hibited except under certain condi- 
tions to be approved by the secretary 
of the treasury. 

Gold already earmarked may be ex- 
ported if approved by Secretary 
Woodin; gold imported for re-export 
in reasonable amounts for usual trade 
requirements of refiners is allowed; 
export of gold to fulfill contracts en- 
tered into prior to the date of the 
executive order is permitted; the 
president may permit the export of 
gold for transactions which he may 
deem necessary to promote the public 
interest. 

Power is given to the secretary of 
the treasury to regulate practically 
all transactions in foreign exchange, 
export or withdrawal of currency 
from the country, through any agency 
he may designate. 

The text of tht executive order fol- 
lows: 

“1. Until further notice, the ear- 
marking for foreign accounts and the 
export of gold coin, gold bullion or 
gould certificates from the United 
States or any place subject to the 
jurisdiction thereof are hereby pro- 
hibited, except that the secretary of 
the treasury, in his discretion and 
subject to such regulations as he may 
prescribe, may issue licenses author- 
izing the export of gold coin and bul- 
lion (a) earmarked or held in trust 
for a recognized foreign government 
or for a central bank or the bank for 
international settlements, (b) import- 
ed for re-export or gold in usual 
amounts for usual trade requirements 
of refiners importing gold-bearing 
materials under agreement to export 
gold; (c) actually required for the 
fulfillment of any contract entered 
into prior to the date of this order by 


an applicant who in obedience to the 
executive order of April 5, 1933, has 
delivered gold coin, gold bullion, or 
gold certificates, and (d) with the 
approval of the president for transac- 
tions which he may deem necessary 
to promote the public interest. 

“2. Until further order, the secre- 
tary of the treasury is authorized, 
through any agency he may designate, 
to investigate, regulate, or prohibit, 
under such rules and regulations as 
he may prescribe, by means of licenses 
or otherwise, any transactions in for- 
eign exchange, transfers of credit from 
any banking institution within the 
United States or any place subject to 
the jurisdiction thereof to any for- 
eign branch or office of such banking 
institution or to any foreign bank or 
banker, and the export or withdrawal 
of currency from the United States 
or any place subject to the jurisdic- 
tion of the United States, by any in- 
dividual, partnership, association or 
corporation within the United States 
or any place subject to the jurisdiction 
thereof; and the secretary of the 
treasury may Yequire any individual, 
partnership, association, or corpora- 
tion engaged in any transaction re- 
ferred to herein to furnish under oath, 
complete information relative thereto, 
including the production of any books 
of account, contracts, letters or other 
papers in connection therewith in the 
custody or control of such individual.

exceeding the equivalent of such coin, 
bullion or certificates held or deliv- 
ered. The secretary may in his dis- 
cretion issue or decline to issue any 
other licenses under said executive or- 
der which shall in all other respects 
remain in full force and effect.”

He charged a “planned and 
concerted effort” on the part of na- 
tions “tied up with the English 
pound” to attack the: United States’ 
world monetary position. The gold 
standard was abandoned as a ““weap- 
on of defense,” he said.

Strong Weapon. 

Domestically, the power granted the 
president in the Thomas bill is a 
weapon by which we can force the 
federal reserve board to act to push 
the issuance of new currency. 

“It takes the money power from 
New York and places it in Washing- 
ton,” said one of the drafters. “The 
bill takes the power of expanding and 
contracting the currency from the 
federal reserve bank and gives it to 
the president and congress.” 

The Thomas bill amends existing 
law regarding the issuance and coin- 
age of money by congress, and trans- 
fers’ powers hitherto exercised by 
congress to the president. 

The bill, broadly, empowers the 
chief executive to carry out the va- 
rious inflationary proposals provided 
whenever the foreign commerce of 
the United States is adversely affect- 
ed by depreciation in the value of 
currency of other nations, when neces- 
sary to regulate and maintain the 
parity of United States currency is- 
sues, when an economic emergency re- 
quires expansion of credit, or-when 
it is necessary to stabilize the cur- 
rency at levels of those of other na- 
tions, 

The, president is authorized to di- 
rect the secretary of treasury to con- 
duct so-called “open market” opera- 
tions through the federal reserve banks 
and to purchase $3,000,000,000.in gov- 
ernment bonds.

When a player has consciously 
overbid his hand, in order to give his 
partner a chance to contract for a 
Slam, it is a little discouraging to 
have said partner suddenly drop the 
bidding—especially when it develops 
that the Slam is an absolute lay- 
down.

Baked Rhubarb Is Rich and Flavorful

Lois was fond of rhubarb and used 
it generously during the spring sea- 
son. But she found difficulty, quite 
f-equently, in getting other people to 
like it as well as she did. They ob- 
jected to its watery, stringy appear- 
ance, Accordingly, she set herself 


about to find a way to obviate that. 

This is how she did it. 

She washed the rhubarb stalks, cut 
off the leafy end and the pithy part 
at the base of the stalks. 

Then she cut the stalks into pieces 
about two inches long. 

She never bothered to remove all 
the thin, silky outer covering. She 
liked the color which it gave to the 
finished product. 

She put the two-inch pieces into 
a glass or oven baking dish. 

She liked to use the glass, for 
then she could see the pretty rosy 
sauce through the sides. But on oc- 
casions she tsed her French pottery 
casseroles, She never used a tin or 

iron baking dish. 
| To the stalks she added sugar, 
| about one cup for two pounds of rhu- 
| barb. She put in some finely chopped 

or sliced candied orange peel, or 


| lemon peel, or on occasions she used 


citron, 


She covered the dish. Note that 


she added water. She set the dish 
in a moderate oven. As soon as the 
mixture began to bubble she removed 
the cover. She found that when she 
left it uncovered at the start the top 
rhubarb dried out. If she left the 
cover on after the mixture began to 
bubble the juice ran out on the oven 
floor. 

The mixture baked. all told, for 
about one-half hour. The result was 
a rich rhubarb mixture which 
seemed just made to go with sugar 
cookies or caraway seed ones.

New Problem. 

When the United States left the 
gold standard yesterday it posed a new 
problem for all of them. 

France shortly must face the deci- 
sion of yielding its allegiance to the 
gold standard, despite the enormous 
store of the yellow metal in its cof- 
fers, or of retaining it in the face of 
advice from its own financial experts. 

For Great Britain, President Roose- 
velt’s action may mean a bitter trade 
war with the United States. 

An American currency, finding its 
own level abroad, might force a new 
battle for markets that England, with 
its already depreciated currency, haé 
enjoyed without great hindrance. 

Aside from the pressing problem of 
gold as a medium of international ex- 
change and its concomitant silver 
problem—for many rich producing 
countries are on a silver basis—war 
debts, if Mr. Roosevelt is willing to 
listen to them, will play their impor- 
tant part in the conversations. 

Great Britain, France and Ger- 
many long ago made clear their posi- 
tion that without a reduction or can- 
cellation of the debts, world recovery 
was impossible. 

Mr. Roosevelt has hinted that tariff 
adjustment should precede debt talks. 

Statesmen of Europe and the far 
east will bring political problems as 
well as’ those economic tales of tick- 
lish situations that have arisen or 
may arise; pleas for moral and po- 
litical co-operation may reach the 
ears of the American president. 

Here are some of the hopes and 
aspirations for the Washington con- 
ferences: 

Prime Minister MacDonald, he told 
parliament, hopes that from them will 
evolve a spiritual union of the na- 
tions for the solution of political and 
economic differences. He wants a 
strengthening of Anglo-American 
friendship, to reach a common policy 
on tariffs and money, and to win

NEW. ORLEANS COTTON 
CONTINUES IN UPSWING 

NEW ORLEANS, April 20.—(#)— 
A rejuvenated cotton market, tradi- 
tional pace-setter for Dixie business 
and always a barometer of the south’s 
buying power, continued its upswing 
today, moving into new high grounds 
for 1933 on a feverish wave of gen- 
eral buying in response to the infla- 
tion idea. Brokers said public par- 
ticipation was the most marked in 
many months. 

Picking up with new momentum 
at the advance of about $2 a bale 
registered at yesterday’s close, fu- 
tures jumped forward another $2.20 
a bale in the first minute of trad- 
ing today and in spite of realizing 
sales subsequently extended the day’s 
net gains to $2.35. At these higher 
levels, representing gains of more 
than $5 a bale for the current up- 
ward movement which got under way 
earlier this week, profits were taken 
freely and the market fluctuated vio- 
lently in a 36-point range during the 
afternoon, but prices were recevering 
from the realizing reactions at the 
final gong and the closing quotations 
were at advances for the day of 90 
cents to $1.25 a bale. 

Spot cotton gained 19 points, or 95 
cents a hale, middling advancing to 
a basis of 7.31 cents a pound. 

At the day’s high. the active July 
position went to 7.73 and December 
cotton crossed the 8-cent line to 8.10. 
with January and March 12 to 15 
points above this figure. 

Locally, both wholesalers and re- 
tailers reported an immediate quick- 
ening of general business activity in 
response to higher cotton prices. The 
heads of four great department stores 
here announced they had placed ex- 
tensive orders for new stocks and 
the president of a large wholesale 
grocery firm said the firm’s buyers 
had been instructed to take all 
staples offered at “bargain prices.” 

Sharply higher prices for sugar and 
rice added to optimism in this section 
where both are classed as basic crops 
with cotton. Immense sales of rice 
for export were reported in the south- 
west Louisiana belt, with Rlue Rose

Answer: So long as you and 
your sister are dependent upon your 
mother for food and shelter there 
is little you can do but try to make 
the best of a bad situation. Nothing 
taxes self-control like living in the 
house with a person you cordially 
dislike and when the person for 
whom you feel the antipathy is so 
close to the person you love most, 
as the stepfather is to the mother, 
then only the most self-contained 
— keep life smooth on the sur- 
ace. 


But you young people have every- 
thing to gain by making a heroic ef- 
fort to concilate the stepfather. To 
begin with, under present conditions 
everybody in the home is wretched 
and unhappy, living so to speak over 
a keg of dynamite that is ready to 
blow up at a moment’s notice. The 
most unhappy one of the group is the 
mother who owes love and loyalty to 
children and to husband. She mar- 
ried the man, no doubt, thinking that 
she was providing a head for the 
house, a father for her children and a 
protector for herself and them. But 
see what a disappointment was _ in 
store for her!

In 
the meantime you young people 
ean’t do your school work properly 
when you are in a continual state 
of fright or fury, nor can the step- 
father put his mind on his work, 
which is necessary if he is to sup- 
port the family. 


Very evidently he has no self-con- 
trol and little regard for the decencies 
of family life. But you, who are 
young, can learn to behave toward 
this man in such a way that he will 
have no cause for tirades of abuse 
and for threats. So for your own and 
your mother’s sake, why not try a 
new tack with the stepfather? Speak 
to him respectfully, hide your dislike 
of him. Don’t get into any argument 
with him that will give him the op- 
portunity to make insinuating 
marks about the best girl. 


It won't be easy to change your 
policy. It won’t be a simple matter 
to hold your tongue when your indig- 
nation rises like a thunderstorm. But 
you will be amazed at the magic In a 
few kind words spoken to the step- 
father. You will be surprised at the 
satisfaction you will feel in holding 
your temper and your tongue. The 
person that holds his temper always 
has the big advantage over the one 
that loses his. Remember this the next 
time the temptation comes to engage 
in a heated argument with the step- 
father. 

Even these preventive measures 
won't guarantee an ideal relation 
between you but it will enable all 
of you to live peaceably for the 
present and then when you are in 
position to support yourself and 
look after your sister you may get 
out of the home that is so odious 
to you and make your own way in 
the world.

Of Sire’s Revolutionary Record

Aunt Sarah and Aunt Mary are 
proud of the sabre hanging in the 


parlor—‘Pa” carried it in the Revolu- 
tionary War. 

The two women, Sarah Pool and 
Mary Pool Newsom, are Georgia's 
only living “real daughters” of the 
struggle for independence, ‘There are 
only seven in the nation , 

They live alone in a three-room cot- 
tage beside the big road and have 
made their home within six miles of 
the cottage during their mare than 
three-score years. 

Aunt Sarah, the eldest of the sis- 
ters, has never traveled more than six 
miles from home but Aunt Mary, 
whose Confederate soldier husband 
died 16 years ago, has been to Mil- 


ledgeville—50 miles distant. 


It was an observing doctor who 


came to see Aunt Sarah during an 
illness three years ago and hecoming 
interested learned that the old sabre 
on the wall was carried by “Pa’’ Pool. 

The sisters knew all along that “Da 
helped lick the redeoats.” Aunt Sarah 
said, but they never thought much 
about it until the doctor told his wife. 
then a regent of a local chapter of 
the D. A. R., about the sisters. 

The D. A. R. officials looked up 
Henry Pool in revolutionary records. 
found he had fought thronghout the 
war and was with General Washing- 
ton when Cornwallis surrendered. 

That ended the many years of 
struggle for Aunt Sarah and Aunt 
Mary. They now receive a monthly 
alowance from the D. A. R., and they 
have Aunt Marvy’s pension from the 
state as a Confederate widow, a small 
sum from the county for Aunt Sarah, 
their vegetable garden and 
flock of chickens,

The safer, surer and better 
method is to start the-back swing 
with the left hand and arm in con- 
trol—to work with my turr of the left 
hip and left shoulder. 

One main fau!t is lifting the club 
head with the right. The left hand 
and arm should also predominate over 
the right in starting the down swing 
as an easier method of keeping the 
club head slightly inside the ball.
